3.6 DEVELOPMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND SUPPLY OF FOOD: 
MEASURES TO FACILITATE THE EARLY IMPLEMENTATION OF 
THE DICISIONS OF THE WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE, IN 
PARTICULAR: 

A) INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL AND TECHNICAL CO-OPERATION

ESTABLISHING ITS PERMANENCE; 
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- ESTABLISHMENT OF A LINK BETWEEN THE ALLOCATION 
OF SDR S AND DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE. 

B) MEASURES TO SOFTEN THE TERMS AND CONDITIONS OF FINANCIAL 
ASSISTANCE TO THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, INTER ALIA, 

THROUGH: 

- INCREASE IN THE GRAT ELEMENT; 

- INCREASE IN THE DURATION OF LOANS; 

- UNTYING OF ALL FOREIGN FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE.

4.6 PROBLEMS OF THE FINANCIAL ASSESTS OF THE OIL EXPORTING 
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COUNTRIES 

MEASURES REGARDING THE SPECIAL CASE OF THE FINANCIAL 
ASSETS OF THE OIL-EXPORTING COUNTRIES, WITHOUT 
PREJUDICE TO THE TRADITIONAL POSITONS TAKNE BY 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AT INTERNAIONAL FORUMS AND
